State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Milton Qualified to Vote in 
Town Affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock, in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


ArticLE 1. To choose a town clerk, three selectmen, and 
all other necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to defray town expenses for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 3. ‘To see what method the town will vote toadopt 
for breaking roads the coming winter, and pass any other vote 
or votes relative thereto. 


ArtIcLe 4. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money not to exceed six hundred dollars, for building and 
repairing sidewalks, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money not to exceed five hundred dollars, for the maintenance 
of street lights for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum not 
exceeding one hundred dollars for decorating graves, and pass 
any other vote or votes in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to withdraw the 
Nute Fund for the Hayes Cemetery from the several banks, 
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and expend the same in purchasing road machinery, and per- 
manent improvements of highway, as provided in Chapter 40, 
Section 1, Public Statutes 1899; and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. 


ArticLe 8. To see if the town will vote to purchase road 
machinery with the town of Wakefield, and raise a sum of 
money for the same not to exceed two thousand dollars, and 
pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 9. ‘To see if the town will vote to sell all, or any 
partof the growth now standing on the Town Farm, and appro- 
priate the money received therefor for the permanent improve- 
ment of highways and bridges, and repairing Town House, and 
pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ArTICLE 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to repair highways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money not to exceed six hundred dollars for books and sup- 
plies for the ensuing year. 


ArticLE 12. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money not exceeding five hundred dollars, for shingling, paint- 
ing and otherwise repairing the Town House, and pass any 
other vole or votes in relation thereto. 


ArTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum 
not exceeding fifty dollars, for exterminating the brown-tail 
and gypsy moth, and pass any other vote or votes in relation 
thereto. 


ArticLe 14.. To see if the town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of an act to provide for state aid and for the expendi- 
ture of other public money, in the permanent improvement of 
main highways throughout the state, as passed by the general 
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court at the January session 1905, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. Tosee if the town will vote to permit the 
Milton Fire District to erect an addition to the building in said 
District, to be used for Fire Purposes. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum not 
exceeding sixteen hundred dollars, for the purpose of con- 
structing a steel bridge at Milton village, or pass any other 
vote or votes relative thereto. 


ArTICLE17. Toseeif the town will vote to instruct the Se- 
lectmen to sell the snow roller bought of G. W. Tibbets in 1905, 
if they can do so at three quarters the cost of same, or pass any 
other vote or votes in relation to the same. 


ArTICLE 18. ‘To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the Wakefield road to the railroad, past the 
former dwelling of Jacob F. Staples, and pass any other vote 
or votes in relation thereto.

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Books and Supplies 


The report of the school board shows an expenditure for 
books and supplies of $621.82. This expenditure needs expla- 
nation. Of this amount, $282.10 was in payment of bills 
contracted previous to this year, and therefore the payment of 
current bills for books and supplies amounted to but $339.72, 
with no bills outstanding. From this amount we must deduct 
the sum of $128.85, the returns from the Nute high school 
from sale and rent of books. We then have for a balance 
$210.89, the actual cost to the town for the current year.

The present arrangement between the town and the Nute 
High School is as follows: All books and paper for this 
school are purchased through the Milton school board. Such 
supplies as are needed by Milton pupils are furnished free. 
Pupils from other towns are charged each term one-fifth the 
cost of all books used by them during the term, the books re- 
maining the property of the town. This charge is believed to 
fairly cover necessary paper used. The working of this plan 
during. the past year follows. 


Total amount expended for books and paper for 


Nute High School, $222 68 
Deduct old bills, 81 49 
Total of this year’s bills, $141 19 
Deduct returns for rent of books, 128 83 


Balance, $12 36 
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This sum of $12.56 represents the actual cost to the town, of 
books and paper furnished Nute High School during the cur- 
rent year in excess of the returns from the school for rent of 
books. It is, in other words, the total cost to the town for 
books and paper furnished the thirty-two Milton pupils. 
Probably this has not been a normal year. The average re- 
turns for rent of books would doubtless fall considerably be- 
low those of the present year, but after making reasonable 
allowance, I judge that the present arrangement is clearly to 
the advantage of the town financially. 

Not a little of the expenditure for books goes to replace old 
books which have become unfit for use. I think it possible to 
decrease appreciably this yearly outlay by insisting upon both 
teachers and pupils larger responsibility for the care and coa- 
dition of books loaned to them. ‘The legitimate wear and tear 
of books is considerable, though unnecessary wear and tear is 
sometimes much more. I propose making a careful catalogue 
of all text books belonging to the district and their location. 
Each teacher will have a list of the books in her room charged 
to ber and she must account for these books at the end of the 
school year. She, in turn, will keep a careful record of all 
books loaned to pupils, who will be held strictly responsible for 
them. By this means the superintendent will know the 
whereabouts and condition of every book, and both 
teachers and pupils will feel a larger share of responsibility in 
their care and preservation. I would suggest that all text 
books be equipped with book covers, which can be purchased 
for but a little more than one cent each and which are very ser- 
- viceable in the preservation of books. 

Our present equipment of text books although leaving much 
to be desired is still fairly satisfactory. I would advise more 
uniformity in our text books in arithmetic. At the present 
time in as many different parts of the town, three different 
basal books are in use in that subject. Isee no reason for any 
large outlay in the matter of new books during the coming 
year. 
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Finances 


The treasurer’s report shows a balance on hand of $118.69. 
There are outstanding accounts due the district of about $150, 
which would make the total balance $168.69. On the other 
hand there are bills payable amounting to $235. We have 
then a deficit of $66.31. This would seem to indicate an un- 
warranted expenditure. But of the amount expended, namely 
$6,016.47, the sum of $627.22 was in payment of old bills; 
and of the amount payable at the present time, namely $235, 
$76.58 covers old bills. Therefore the current expenses of the 
schools for the year just closing were but $5,548.47, an amount 
well within the appropriation. Conditions seem to indicate 
that the expenses will be somewhat greater the coming year. 


Repairs 


The only amount expended for repairs during. the year was 
in replacing the unsatisfactory seats and desks in the primary 
room at Milton Mills for modern adjustable seats and desks. 
With this new equipment the difficulty of disciplining the room 
has been greatly reduced and the general appearance of the 
school improved. The old furniture was made use of at the 
Branch school building. 

The school building at Milton should be painted this year 
and I trust the appropriation for repairs and improvements 
may be sufficient to warrant this outlay. The building at 
Nute’s Ridge is also in need of similar attention, as well as of 
repairs of a minor nature. [fear that we of New England 
sometimes fail to appreciate the educational value of environ- 
ment. 


West Milton 


No school has been in session at Hare road during the year. 
At no time have there been more than four pupils in the district 
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and these have been transported to Nute’s Ridge. I consider 
this arrangement the wisest one under the circumstances. A 
school was kept at West Milton during the spring and fall, but 
the number of pupils dwindled to three and the school has been 
closed for the winter. Arrangements were made for convey- 
ing these pupils to Nute’s Ridge but circumstances were such 
that they have been unable to attend. Unless new families 
moving into the neighborhood should gréatly increase the 
probable attendance, I do not reeommend opening this school 
in the spring. If proper conveyance can be provided it would 
be much better for these children to attend at Nute’s Ridge. 


Attendance 


I wish again to appeal to parents for a large cooperation in 
securing more perfect attendance. But one pupil was reported 
as perfect in attendance for the year ending July 1, 1906. I 
am led to believe that there are many cases of absence wholly 
uncalled for and unnecessary, that many times pupils are 
detained at home for no good excuse whatever. The explana- 
tion of this is partly thoughtlessness, partly indifference on 
the part of parents. During the coming year teachers and 
superintendent will make every effort possible to secure 
increased attendance. We solicit the cooperation of parents. 

The reported number of tardinesses for 236 children in all 
schools for the year was 901. The total number for the same 
period in the city of Concord where 2,895 children are en- 
roled, was 1,786. 

Punctuality makes for increased efliciency of the school; it 
makes for the increased efficiency of the boy or girl, the man 
and woman. The tardy boy is often the unsatisfactory pupil 
and later the inefficient man. The record of tardinesses during 
the year indicates a field for increased labor. 

Our enrollment at present is as follows: Milton 135, Milton 
Mills 65, all other schools 46, total 246. 


Teachers 


A strong teaching force is necessary to secure creditable 
schools. I quote from another New Hampshire report: ‘‘The 
teacher is practically the school. Some teachers are fitted to 
teach by nature, but this is no surety that they can teach 
profitably until time and experience have had a chance to 
mould them into teaching form. An untrained teacher will at 
some time take her training at the expense of pupils. In the 
case of a trained teacher, training at the expense of pupils 
is more nearly reduced to a minimum. 

‘*The fitness of the teachers from every standpoint is the 
first thing to be considered for a successful school. The 
strongest element in every teacher should be governing power. 
Strong wholesome governing power makes strong pupils, strong 
citizens, and strong fathers and mothers. It makes the school 
a ruling factor in the equation of public good. Anything that 
benefits the community belongs to the work of the teacher and 
the school. I donot care whether it be of an intellectual, 
moral, spiritual or physical nature, if it stands for raising the 
standard of citizenship to a higher plane, it belongs to every- 
body, school board, teacher, pupil, parent, and superintendent, 
to strive to bring it about at all times, and it belongs unques- 
tionably to the public school as a whole. The best, most 
successful and consequently the most valuable teachers do this 
to their everlasting credit. They do it by a strong personality, 
by an evidence of public spirit, by sincerity of purpose, by 
frank and open service, and in many Other ways that spring 
spontaneously from a strong, generous and truthful nature.” 

The selection of teachers is not the least of the superinten- 
dent’s duties, nor is it the least difficult. Teachers selected 
first for governing power and second for equipment generally 
produce excellent schools. Our problem is to secure teachers 
of this type, and once having secured them to retain them fora 
reasonable term of service, a problem difficult for a small town 
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to handle suecessfully, which pays small salaries and where the 
cost of living is exceptionally high. 

No less than seven changes have taken place in our teaching 
force since the opening of the year. Mr. George E. Leather- 
barrow, a graduate of Bowdoin College, with some experience, 
sueceeded Mr. Campbell at Milton Mills. At Milton, Miss 
Katherine Jones took up the work in grades III and IV; Miss 
Bernice Sterns of Dover, a graduate of Plymouth Normal 
School, the work in grades V and VI; and the vacancy in the 
primary room was filled by Miss Marian Stiles of Brookline, 
Mass., who received her training at Brookline and Malden. 
Miss Stiles left us at the close of the fall term, and Mrs. Kimball 
very kindly substituted for three weeks, much to the relief of 
the superintendent and school board. With the opening of 
school after Christmas, Miss Jennie Blake of West Concord, a 
graduate of the Concord (N. H.) Training School, took charge 
of this room. Miss Lizzie M. Greenwood of Gloucester, who 
trained for two years in the Gloucester schools, was elected to 
fill the vacancy at Plummer’s Ridge, and Miss Laura H. 
Williams, a teacher of wide experience, followed Miss Warren 
at South Milton. 

Our present teaching force I believe to be exceptionally 
xood, considerably stronger than at any previous time during 
the last two years. The devotion to duty of the teachers 
shows itself in results alike creditable to the schools and those 
in charge. 


school Work 


Our school work shows increasing efficiency, due in part toa 
more efficient teaching foree. [ believe it would compare 
favorably with the work of schools of similar towns in this 
state. We are steadily working toward greater uniformity in 
the work and have made good progress during the year. 
Pupils in the outlying schools are much better classified and are 
doing practically the same work as children of the same grade 
in the village schools. 
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We have adapted to our needs and conditions the N. H. 
state program of studies, a copy of which each teacher has as her 
text book. This program or course of study was prepared 
under the direction of the state superintendent and aims to 
secure greater efficiency and more uniformity in the work of 
the schools throughout the state. It is now in use in a large 
number of districts. 

With the consent of the school board I propose to introduce 
for the teachers’ use plan books. The teacher in planning her 
lessons will write out just what she purposes to accomplish and 
the way in which she will develop the subject. After the 
lesson the results will be noted. The use of the plan book 
assists the teacher in formulating definite ideas, it furnishes a 
careful record of the work accomplished and makes it possible 
to view the work as a whole rather than in detached parts, and 
prevents the teacher working in a haphazard way. 


Conclusion 

Remarkable progress has been made in the educational world 
during the past year. Weof New Hampshire have not been 
behind in this progressive movement. We have a corps of 
progressive educational leaders who are working manfully and 
intelligently for the betterment of our common school.  Pro- 
posed legislation now under consideration aims to secure for 
the boys and girls throughout the state more nearly equal 
school privileges and a better equipped corps of teachers. 
Steady advance has been made in district supervision, so that 
at present there are nineteen district superintendents in the 
state and sixty per cent of the school children are under expert 
supervision. a 

I believe that we in Milton have made steady healthy ad- 
vancement and that we may find here reason for gratification 
and may have confidence in our continued progress.

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Employment and School Attendance Laws 


CHAPTER 93, PusLic STaTUTES. 


Src. 10. No child under the age of twelve years shall be 
employed in any manufacturing establishment. No child under 
the age of fourteen years shall be employed in any manufactur- 
ing establishment, vor iv any mechanical, mercantile, or other 
employment, during the time in which the public schools are in 
session in the district in which he resides. . 


Sec. 11. No child under the age of sixteen years shall be 
employed in any manufacturing establishment, or in any me- 
chanical, mercantile, or other employment, during the time in 
which the public schools are in session in the district in which 
he resides, without first presenting a statement of his age from 
his parents or guardians sworn to before the superintendent of 
schools, or if there be no superintendent of schools, before some 
person authorized by the school board of the district in: which 
such child is employed. 

And no child under the age of sixteen years shall be em- 
ployed as aforesaid during the time in which the public schools 
are in session in the district in which he resides without first 
presenting a certificate from the superintendent of schools, or 
if there is no superintendent of schools, some person author- 
ized by the school board, that such child ean read at sight and 
write legibly simple sentences in the English language. And 
any superintendent of schools, or person authorized by the 
school board, who certifies falsely as to matters prescribed by 
this section, shall be fined not less than twenty nor more than 
fifty dollars for each offence. 
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Sec. 12. No minor shall be employed iu any manufacturing 
establishment, or in any mechanical, mercantile, or other em- 
ployment, who cannot read at sight and write legibly simple 
sentences in the English language, while a free public evening 
school is maintained in the district in which he resides, unless 
he is a regular attendant at such evening school or at a day 
school; provided, that upon presentation by such minor of a 
certificate signed by a regular practicing physician, and satis- 
factory to the superintendent of schools, or, where there is no 
Superintendent of schools, the school board, showing that the 
physical condition of such minor would render such atten- 
dance in addition to daily labor prejudicial to his health, said 
superintendent of schools or school board shall issue a permit 
authorizing the employment of such minor for such a period as 
said superintendent of schools or school board may determine. 
Said superintendent of schools or school board or teachers act- 
ing under authority thereof, may excuse any absence from such 
evening school arising from justifiable cause. Any parent, 
guardian, or custodian who permits to be employed any minor 
under his control in violation of the provisions of this section 
shall forfeit not more than twenty dollars for the use of the 
evening school of such town or city. 


Sec. 13. If any owner, agent, superintendent or overseer of 
a manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile establishment or 
any other person shall employ any child in violation of the 
provisions of either of the three preceding sections, he shall 
be fined not exceeding fifty dollars for each offence, for the use 
of the district. 


Sec. 14. Every person having the custody and control of 
a child between the ages of eight and fourteen years, or of a 
child under the age of sixteen years who cannot read at sight 
and write legibly simple sentences in the English language, 
residing in a school district in which a public¢ school is annually 
taught, shall cause such child to attend the public school all the 
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time such school is in session, unless the child shall be excused 
by the school board of the district because his physical or 
mental condition is such as to prevent his attendance at school 
for the period required, or because he was instructed in the 
English language in a private school approved by the school . 
board for a number of weeks equal to that in which the public 
school was in session in the common English branches, or hav- 
ing acquired those branches, in other more advanced studies. 
Any person who does not comply with the requirements of this 
section shall be fined ten dollars for the first offence and twenty 
dollars for every subsequent offence for the use of the district. 


Sec. 15. The state superintendent of public instruction 
shall have authority to enforce the laws relating to attendance 
at school and the employment of minors, and, for this purpose, 
he and any deputy appointed by him shall be vested with the 
powers given by law to truant officers when authorized by 
school boards to enforce the laws relating to attendance at 
school and the employment of children. And the expenses 
necessarily incurred by the state superintendent in such 
enforcement shall be paid, as audited and allowed by the 
governor and council. 
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
